MR, JOHN H, TURNER 


Mr. John H. Turner has championed the cause of education in Dickenson County since 
1911, For 44 years Mr. Turner taught at various schools throughout the county and also served 
on the County Board of Supervisors for almost eleven years, Hence, Mr. Turner has con- 
tributed his time and talents in service to Dickenson County for more than 54 years. 

Mr. Turner was born May 18, 1890 in West Virginia. He was a native of the Martha Gap 
section near Haysi. He attended Turner elementary school and Big Seventh at Clintwood, 
He received his high school certificate in1908. Mr. Turner attended William and Mary Col- 
lege and Radford College where he received his Normal Professional Teaching Certificate in 
1942, 

Mr. Turner was married to Miss Nora Yates May 18, 1917, at Clintwood, Virginia. They 
had three sons Harold, Lee, and Cowan and one daughter Mrs. Delphia Baker. Mrs. Delphia 
Baker received her B.S. Degree in Elementary Education from Radford College; Harold re- 
ceived his B.S, in Agriculture from V.P.I.; and Lee attended V.P.I, for three years. 

Aside from having served the people of this county through his position as teacher and 
member of the County Board of Supervisors, Mr. Turner worked diligently to make possible 
for the boys and girls of the county a bus which would provide transportation for them to 
Clinch Valley College. He was one of those who pushed for establishment of the Dickenson 
County Scholarship Fund which has made dreams of college a reality for several deserving 
young people in the county. 

Mr, Turner’s interests were not limited to education, He was also interested in various 
civic affairs. He was a charter member of the Ruritan Club at Sandlick, and was also instru- 
mental in establishing a bird and game commission, Improvement of the roads in the county 
was of great interest to Mr. Turner. 

Although many people were not aware of it, 
Mr. Turner furnished books for needy children. By 
his own means, Mr. Turner furnished lunch tickets 
for many needy children. Several college gradu- 
ates owe Mr. Turner a lasting debt for his financial 
assistance which enabled them to obtain college 
degrees. 

Mr. John H. Turner has spent the greater part 
of his life working for the people of this county 
especially in the field of education, and the field 
of education means working with children who are 
our hope for the future. 

On January 22, 1966, Mr. JohnH. Turner passed 
away. Haysi High School wishes to extend its deep- 
est condolences to Mr. Turner’s family. Death, 
any death, brings sadness to friends and loved ones, 
but when death deprives an entire community of 
one of its most faithful workers, it is especially 
sad, There are too few dedicated, faithful public 
servants, and Mr. Turner was one of the few who 
served well and towered above the ordinary.
